HE Laws and your Oarhs have made you the 

Subj-cts of a lawful King: And you are obiig’d 

on Pain of Mortal Sit: to be faithful and obedient to 

tohim, and repel by 2il Methods poffible all thofe 

that actack his Rights. Were he a [yrant, after you 

have taken an Oath of Allegiance to him, you are 
indifpenfibly oblig’d to keep it. 

Be not debauch’d from your Duty by that plaufi- 
ble Pretence that the Archduke has a better Right 
to the Crown than Philip V, becaufe of the Renuncia- 
tion made by the Infanta Maria Therefa of Auftria. 
‘Twas a Renunciation that that Princefs could not 
make to the Prejudice of her Iffue in an Affair of fo 
great Confequence as is che Kingdom of Spain; and if 
fhe could noc make it that Renunciation is null and 
of no Validity. But fuppofe it to be dubious whe- 
ther the could make it or not, "tis indubitable that 
our King Philip V is the Grandfon of a Daughter 
of Philip IV, Sifter of our laff King Charles I; 
‘tis undeniable-likewile, that by the Laws of the 
Kingdom, and by natural regular Succeffion Philip 
V ought to inherit the Crown by right of Blood, 


B before the Archduke Cherles, whofe Pretentions are 


founded on a more remote Degree of Confanguinity. 

Suppofing that Renunciation was indubitably juft 
and valid, it muft owe its Validity to this, viz. that 
Philip IV as abfulute Monarch and Soveraign Le- 
gilator, being of Opinion that it was for the pub- 


B lick Good of his Kingdom, caus’d it to be regiftred 


in all the Courts of Judicature, and to be approv’d 
by the general and particular Eftares thar com- 
pofe this great Monarchy, as a Law anda Rule. 
Philip 1V had. a Power and Apthority to make 
thac Law, or he bad not; and the like muft 
be underftood of the whole Kingdom that ac- 
cepted it. If that Monarch had not that Power, 
the Accepration is null, If be had it, which is the 
utmoft that can be faid in Favour of the Archduke, 
what Man in his Senfes will deny Charles II the 
Power or Authority they grant Philip 1V, when the 
Ufe the latter made of it was to overthrow the 
Laws of Nature and of the Kingdom, and the other 
only re-eftablith’d them and refter’d them to their 
due Force and Vigour. Philip 1V, for the Benefit 
of his Kingdom, makes a Law. Charles II, for the 
Good of his Dominions,makes a quite contrary Law : 
Both the own and the other were receiv’d,and the lat- 
ter with the greater Solemnity, and with Procla- 
mations of greater Force. Which of thefe two Laws 
are the Subjects, bound by a new Oath, oblig’d to o- 
dey? One of thefe Laws excludes from the Throne 


the Blood of our Kings, the other recalls them to it, 
contormably to our moft eftablith’d Laws, which do 
not bar from the Succefion either the Daughters of 


our Kings or their Iffue, and by which the Houfé yo 


of Auftria acquir’d this Monarchy. 

But what was the principal Aim of Philip IV, in 
caufing that Renunciation to be made, and enforcing 
it by anew Law? Was it not to prevent the incor- 
porating of the Kingdom of Spain with that of 
France ? Now that End fubfifts ftill, and Charles II 
had it in bis Bye. 
his Will. He does nor call the Dauphin to the Suc- 
ceflion of the Crown, nor the Duke of Burgundy, 
but Philip V the Dauphin’s 2d Son. He annuls the 
Exclufion (which was unjuft and contrary to the 
Laws) of all the Defcendants of the Princefs his 
Sifter ; but he leaves the Incompatibility of the U- 


nion of the two Kingdoms, as it was. Charles If} ‘ 


made this DifpoGtion or Law, which is in Appear- 
ance contrary to that of the King his Father, after 
he had for a long Time examin'’d and confulted 
within the Monarchy and without, both the ableft 
Divines and the ableft Lawyers, after he had con- 
fulked even the Holy Apoftolical See: And fhall his 
Subjects, or rather fome Rebels, queftion the law- , 
ful Right of Philip V, after having invited him, 
after having receiv’d him with univerfal Acclamati- 
ons, crown’d him with all the Formalities, and taken 
a general Oath of Allegiance to him, without Re- 
ftriction, and without any vifible Oppofition ? 
Befides, is he not in full Poffeffion of his Domini- 
ons, and is not the Right always prefum’d to be 


in thefe Cafes on the fide of the Poffeffor ? Is there , 
any Doubt of this ? Does not the Church give 


King Philip V all the Rights of his Crown ? Does 
not Rome, as formerly, receive all his Prefentations 
to Bifhopricks and other Benefices? Are not our 
Ambaffadors treated there as they ought, without 
any Innovation ? And has not the Holy See newly 
granted to our King Philip V, a particular Brief per- 
mitting him to proceed againft the Ecclefiafticks and 
Religious of what Order or Dignity foever they, 
be, even to the degrading of them and punifhing 
them capitally, without incurring the Imputation of 
any Irregularity ? This is what the holy Father wauld 
never have granted, did he not acknowledge that 


Philip V is the lawful King of Spain, that all his — 


Subjects owe Obedience and Fidelity to him, and 
that thofe who rebel againft him are guilty of High 
Treafon, and deferve the Punifhment of it. Let it 
be granted that there may be fomething queftion- 
able in the Oath of Allegiance or Fidelity which 
the whole Monarchy has taken to Philip V. yer I 


affirm, that while the Pope acknowledges hin, °. 
private Perfons cannot violate that Oath, widhhs 


out mortal Sin, and without committing enormous 
Ciimes.
